We couldn't believe the helmet Chuck Berry wore in the 125 Novice...he 
looked like the Kaiser „„„Mike PaySe"really did it to them and we think he led the 
whole race on his Bultaco,.. Wayne Bowman looked awfully good on a new 125 
Maico,..Don Emler brought his American Eagle in for a third after drowning out 
momentarily in the water but the bike fired right back up again...Chuck Miner on 
a Yamaha got really spectacular in the mud!...and the crowd cHeered for big 
Omer Sterling (Yamaha) carrying number one and riding like he was having the 
time of his life, 

The 100 Experts staged one heck of a go...John Rice won, yellow scarf fly- 
ing in the breeze, but fellow Sachs rider Gene Cannady was right on him and 
these two had spectators talking to themselves...E.C, Birt wore a Powder Puft 
jumper so ‘‘Maybe the guys won’t run over me’’ but it brought him luck.

I firmly believe 
that, in many cases, no one in the spon- 
soring club even bothered to try getting 
a 100cc cycle over the course prior to 
race day! 

Perhaps the answer is to work toward 
lightweight (100cc), mediumweight (101- 
200cc) and heavyweight classes with a 
whole day going to lightweight and heavies 
combined (due to the usually smaller 
numbers involved). Then the medium- 
weights could run by themselves on as 
gung-ho a course as the organizers wish 
(they may find that there is alargenum- 
ber of potential medium class racers 
who would like to race if they knew that 
promoters would reserve their all-out 
course for state-wide runoffs, national 
or international races so that non- 
championship races would give them a 
chance of taking their machines home in 
working order, At the the 100ccs

Program For The Future 


By Chuck Clayton 

Now that AMA has taken the giant step of affiliation with the world sanctioning 
body, and removed the odious suspension offense from its rulebook and created a 
good set of rules for the road riding enthusiasts of America, it is time to map out a 
new program for future progress, 

The Competition Congress has done its job well, accomplishing in two short 
years all that could be expected of it, and more, Next it is up to the Executive Board 
of Directors, If the Competition Congress can be said to be the front wheel, it has 
steered the AMA on the straightaway to the future, Now the question is whether the 
Board will provide the power and traction to follow through, 

Many of the problems and proposals heardinthe Congress committee meetings 
were not actually the province of the rulemaking body, These primarily concerned 
the subject of publicity and public relations which, like the weather, everybody in 
motorcycling talks about, but nobody yet has done anything about, Well, we wish to 
state that it is now possible to bring about a change in the climate of public opinion, 
Techniques exist to seed the clouded minds of the American public concerning 
motorcycling and cause the cleansing rain of understanding without which our sport, 
pasttime and way of life cannot continue to grow healthily. Only the AMA Executive . 
Board can make this possible, 

The Directors should immediately create a new position in the AMA, that of 
Director of Publicity and Public Relations with responsibility for actively promoting 
a better understanding of motorcycling and the AMA among the general public in any 
and every way possible. 

The Director of Publicity and P.R, would work both independently and with 
individuals and AMA clubs to publicize activities of a non-commercial, or public 
service nature such as the proposed Seattle-to- Daytona Road Marathon by the 
Washington 99ers M,C, 

He would be enjoined from publicizing any particular brand or product, but 
could ‘‘swap” publicity with other service organizations such as Charity Newsies 
and the National Safety Council, 

Our proposed office of Publicity and Public Relations would be paid for by an 
increase in AMA annual membership dues from the present $2 to $5, Two dollars of 
the increase (total: $4) would got to the present AMA structure for defraying rising 
costs and also for expanding the office facilities to accommodate a larger member- 
ship, 

One dollar out of each AMA member’s dues would go to the office of Publicity 
and P.R, Based on present membership that would give the P.R, Director $105,000 
annually to hire his staff, defray office and other expenses and pay his own salary. 

Such an office is long overdue, At present the AMA divides publicity and public 
relations responsibilities among three or four employees, all of whom have plenty 
else to do, and none of whom are qualified in the skills of publicity or P.R. 

The list of activities that should be undertaken by the P.R, Director is enor- 
mous: Promote a *'National Motorcycle Day’’ during which everyone who owns a 
motorcycle would be urged to ride itonhis or her everyday transportation activities. 
Publicize the ‘Golden Anniversay of AMA — 50 years of Progress” when the AMA 
reaches its 50th anniversary in 1973, Promote and publicize the ‘‘Think Motorcycle’ 
campaign which was successfully initiated on a small scale by the Motorcycle Safety 
Council and the Southern California Automobile Club, Advance the progress of 
motorcycle rider education in the schools and overcome the misgivings caused by 
lack of knowledge on the part of educators, such as Yamaha’s P.R. chief Roxy Rock- 
wood has been so successfully doing recently, Cooperate with national magazines and 
local media, TV, radio etc. in preparing informational and entertainment articles 
and programs about every phase of motorcycling, Write speeches and interviews 
for motorcycle sports stars who are often called upon to appear on tv and before 
groups and generally turn out to be inarticulate, Answer defamatory publicity as it 
appears in public and private media and present the better side of motorcycling, 
etc., etc. 

$105,000.00 should give a talented, qualified P,R, director enough money to do 
a good job the first year, If successful, the AMA should attract more members each 
year and thus the P.R. budget would automatically increase. Certainly no increase 
in member dues could be entirely justified without providing this kind of an answer 
to the question, ‘‘What do we get for our two (or five) dollars?” 

How about it, AMA Board of Directors? Will you provide motorcycling what 
it needs? 


WHO IS RUSS SANFORD? 

I would like to say a few words on be- 
half of MORE (Motorcycle Owners, Rid- 
ers, and Enthusiasts) and the fellow who 
is spearheading this movement, I know 
that a lot of pecple around the state are 
asking, ‘‘Who is Russ Sanford?’’ and, 
«What is MORE all about?” . Russ isn’t 
the kind of motorcyclist that you hear 
much about: he rides bikes just for 
pleasure and enjoyment. But he enjoys 
motorcycling and motorcyclists enough 
that he is willing to do something about 
the continuing transgressions against 
our sport and recreation. For the past 
several years, he has been effectively 
representing the 600 members of our or- 
ganization, several other organizations, 
and an untold number of independents in 
legislative matters and on committees 
and in meetings with other governmental 
agencies, He has spent untold hours at 
his own expense in providing an effec- 
tive liaison between the motorcyclists 
and these governmental agencies and he 
is highly respected by both factions. 

Although he has many accomplish- 
ments to his credit, Russ’s biggest con- 
cern has been that he has only been able 
to pursue this endeavor on a spare-time 
basis and no one else is watch-dogging 
our interests on a full-time basis, There 
is a big job to be done and that is why 
he has founded MORE; to unite Califor- 
nia’s motorcyclists’ interest and to 
make the governmental processes work 
for us, 

Personally, I don’t know of anyone that 
will do a better job of representing us, 
if only because of Russ’s sincereity and 
dedication to motorcycling, In my 
opinion, there isn’t a person in the state 
that gives a damn about motorcycling 
that can afford to pass up the opportunity 
of joining MORE or that can spend a 
dollar for a better cause,

MORE ON HELMETS- 

For the moment, things are quiet 
around the State Capitol. But for Cali- 
fornia’s motorcyclists, this is just the 
calm before the storm, During the next 
legislative session, we can expect to see 
a renewed, all-out effort to force the 
controversial helmet law down our 
throats, like it or not, Word has leaked 
out that the federal government has in- 
dicated that it intends to withdraw 10% 
of California's federal highway aid funds 
if the state doesn't enforce the helmet 
law for motorcyclists, With this sort of 
legal blackmail, California’s motorcy- 
clists are going to have to swallow a 
bitter pill, unless we can effectively 
band together and make a show of 
strength, 

There have been so many letters writ- 
ten and points-of-view expressed on the 
pros and cons of helmets that it is little 
wonder that our legislators have failed 
to see the true issue: that of constitu- 
tional right, 

Granted, the wearing of helmets makes 
good sense and most motorcyclists won’t 
ride without one, But as long as not 
wearing a helmet does not endanger any- 
one else’s safety or well-being, the 
motorcyclist intends to stand on his con- 
stitutional right and make his own de- 
cision about helmets and any other pro- 
tective device, Thus far, there has only

been one good argument offered in sup- 
port of a mandatory helmet law and that 
is that it “will afford added safety pro- 
tection to the person who isn’t intelligent 
enough to wear a helmet on his own’’, 
As MORE’s lobbyist, I am going to en- 
sure that our legislators recognize that 
we motorcyclists are well aware of the 
benefits of protective devices and that 
we appreciate their concern for our wel- 
fare, But that the same type of thinking 
holds true for the occupants of any ve- 
hicle. It would be interesting to see their 
reaction to wives who appeared at cock- 
tail parties and secretaries arriving for 
work (or vice versa) after donning hel- 
mets over bouffant hairdos, 

This past legislative session saw the 
introduction of proposed helmet legis- 
lation by Assemblyman John Francis 
Foran of San Francisco’s 23rd District 
who was subsequently joined by Assem- 
blyman Tom Hom of San Diego’s 79th 
District, Their Assembly Bill 654 pro- 
posed the addition of two sections to the 
Vehicle Code. The first, Section 27802, 
deals with the establishing of safety 
standards for helmets and prohibits the 
use or sale of sub-standard helmets. 
The second, Section 27803, requires two- 
wheeled motorcycle operators and pass- 
engers to ‘‘wear upon his heada secure- 
ly fastened safety helmet at all times the 
two-wheeled motorcycle is being 
driven’’. 

Due to heavy opposition, AB 654 did 
not pass and has been revised twice, 
The latest revision, introduced on April 
21, 1969, drops Section 27803 entirely, 
and revises Section 27802 to read (in 
part): 

“The department shall adopt reason- 
able regulations establishing specifi- 
cations and standards for safety hel- 
mets to be worn by motorcycle driv- 
ers and passengers as it determines 
are necessary for the safety of such 
drivers and passenger's, In developing 
the regulations, the department shall 
consider all standards which have been 
developed and adopted as a require- 
ment by other states’’, 

This revision, although not yet ap- 
proved, appears innocent enough, But as 
I read it, ‘the department’ (meaning 
the DMV) could interpret this to mean 
that it (the department) would determine 
if the wearing of helmets should be man- 
datorv or optional.

governmental and motorcycling circles 
around the state capitol area. 

When asked for his reasons for found- 
ing MORE, Russ explains: “Every law- 
maker, every enforcement agency, every 
social group, and every bike rider that 
I've ever talked with has eventually asked 
the same question, ‘whenare California’s 
motorcyclists ever going to get organ- 
ized into an effective group with all of 
the benefits of mass representation?’ 
Well, I intend to do something about it, 
besides talk, And that is why MORE was 
founded. MORE is proving successful 
because it is: Statewide in scope; non- 
demanding upon the membership; serv- 
ing all members equally; providing an 
effective lobby; and inexpensive to join,’ 

MORE is employing a unique method 
of making the motorcycling fraternity’s 
needs known. As members are signed 
up, data from the registration form is 
input to a computer and coded in such a 
manner as to coincide with the areas 
represented by various lawmakers and 
legislative groups at the city and county 
level as well as the state and federal 
level. By this means, MORE’s full-time 
lobbyist can advise the applicable law 
makers of the number of constituents 
(in total and in terms of registered vot- 
ers) whom he represents, Russ makes 
no bones about the fact that MORE in- 
tends to keep the State’s Motorcyclists 
informed on how their elected officials 
vote on each and every issue involving 
motorcycling, As he explains, “MORE 
put the motorcyclists mouth where his 
money is — in government’’,

The Sandblasters aaid their course 
would have every type of riding imagin- 
able from a trials course to a flat out 
gravel road and that’s just what they had, 
The only gripe any of the riders had 
was the rocks, As one member of the 
sponsoring club said, ‘“‘the rocks are 


/ there to separate the men from the 


boys,” But even with the rocks everyone 
had to admit the course was a fun one, 

A LeMans start was used for the first 
time in this area at a desert event and 
it worked marvelously. The dash to the 
bikes was only about sixty feet and al- 
though a few riders were disgruntled 
about the start before the event, after 
it was over even they had to admit it 
worked quite well, 

The eleven mile loop started with 
some tough bone-jarring sagebrush and 
onto a fast pole line road for a short 
distance and then turned down a mile 
and a half soft sandy trial, All the riders 
really dug this trail as it was plenty 
wide for passing and just sandy enough 
to make everyone work a little. 

Leaving the first check the riders 
faced some more rough desert, some 
winding cow-trails and up a rocky hill- 
side and into the second check. 

At the ‘second check some of the rid- 
ers stared in disbelief that they were 
going to go down a hundred and fifty foot 
hill that was steep, sprinkled with sage- 
brush and covered with pointy rocks 
about the size of basketballs, But motor- 
cycle racers are a hardy bunch of indi- 
viduals and they just bounced from rock 
to rock bending various parts of their 
mounts until they reached the bottom 
and a nice smooth salt flat, Bending 
around the flat the riders went through 
a series of small whoop-de-doos and 
into the third check, 

Leaving the third check the riders 
went across some salt grass and through 
a shallow water crossing. One unlucky 
Montesa rider was wallowing in the mud 
trying to drag his bike up the bank when 
along came a Maico rider and used him 
for traction which caused some unsavory 
remarks and fist shaking, After the 
mud the course turned onto a fast road 
and into the finish, This road wasn't as 
fast as it looked as some riders found 
out the first lap, there were some bad 
choppy sections that caused the night- 
marish feeling of the front end going 
from stop to stop and the back end try- 
ing to replace it. 

After seven times around this the 
fifty percent that finished definitely knew 
they had ridden a tough race and were

Detroit which looms in the distance. 


This motorcycle journey, having en- 
dured some two and a half months and 
more than 10,000 miles, is being brought 
to a sudden conclusion, 

Amidst the first cold breath of win- 
ter, Judy and I are riding back home to 
California as fast as we can go. 

The pace is swift: in four days we have 
ridden across Vermont, New York, and 
the Niagara Penninsula to Detroit; thence 
through Michigan, Ohio and Indiana to 
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St. Louis, Mo., where we are presently 
stopped for a day because of rain and 
fatigue. 

Our plans for riding west across Can- 
ada are scrapped — done in by early 
snows. 

Also gone by the boards is our usual 
rule of avoiding freeways, We have left 
the back roads for the Interstates. 

In our travels we have found the Inter- 
state system a marvelously efficient 
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means to get from one place to another 
in minimum time; but it is no way to 
see the country, 

With its roadways, signs, neat gas 
stations and restaurants common across 
the country, the Interstate system dis- 
guises the land into sameness: Georgia 
looks much like California, 

Only the most outstanding land features 
and the changing license plates inform 
that you are in a different place, 

But now, with winter impending, speed 
is of the essence. So weare riding Inter- 
states, and to hell with backroad scenery. 
We're already too cold to care to look 
at it much, 

Riding this way, hanging on the Honda. 
in 60 and 70 mph winds hour after hour, 
is an exhausting and miserable experi- 
ence, 

There is no challenge to the road, no 
turns, stops or unexpected drops, no 
small towns or farms to admire. There 
is only the constant terrible wind, and 
the miles from home steadily decreasing. 

With the necessity to beatit back home 
before winter really hits, the Honda is 
taking its hardest treatment. The tachis 
up around 7,000 rpm all day, and we can 
only hope the little 350 will bring us in 
without bursting. 

So far the engine is up to the task, 
with only a bad load of fuel slowing us 
yesterday. Then the motor coughed and 
ran poorly, and we feared it had started 
to blow. But after roadside checks re- 
vealed no mechanical or electrical mal- 
functions, we decided to dump the gas 
we had just bought and try another brand, 

The motor responded immediately, 
With great relief we resumed speed. 

In another part, however, the motor- 
cycle is showing its miles, The leftfront 
fork seal has given up. The fork leg is 
shrouded in oily dirt as a result, and 
some oil has blown back onto the engine, 

At this point the broken seal is a dis- 
turbing but minor annoyance. We’ll have 
to buy some fork oil soon, and keep re- 
filling the fork leg as it bleeds its way 
home,

With the growing interest in the sport 
of Motocross racing, Bailey Bros, Rac- 
ing has announced today that they willbe 
scheduling more of these exciting events 
to be held at Ascot Park in Gardena, 
Cal,, in the near future, 

For the last show, which was held at 
Ascot on Sunday, October 26th, more 
than 230 of the finest moto riders in the 
United States, took to the unique 7/8 
mile course, proving just why this spine- 
tingling sport commands so much world- 
wide spectator favor, 

Quite a few of the riders were not at 
all satisfied with the idea of competing 
in a single, divisional class; they felt 
that they had to buy into a three group 
round-robin. In other words, instead of 
being ecstatic with the prospect of tear- 
ing themselves and their machine ry 
into small bits during a thirty minute 
interval, they had purchased the pro- 
position that all men are NOT created 
equal. 

The big winners for the afternoon of 
physical combat, were Bryan Holcomb 
from Sunland, John Rucic from Santee, 
and J.L. Siebrandt from Gardena; all 
Junior class: entrants, In the Senior di- 
vision — the professional hotshoes — it 
was Jeff Creaser from Tujunga, Jim 
Wilson from Torrance, who was the 
victor in two separate classes, and the 
Japanese Motocross ace, Kiyomaru Kato, 
who was making his finał appearance in 
this country before returning to his 
homeland. 

Kato was mentioned in the context of 
a victor, not because he was able to win 
any of the events in which he was enter- 
ed, but because he won the plaudits of 
the roaring crowd with an exhibition of 
sheer determination. Separate from his 
‘cycle on no less than six occasions, the 
Japanese champion sailed headfirst into 
a 3/8 inch thick plank at the base of a 
retaining wall, yet remounted and con- 
tinued to press his opposition after the 
track ambulance crew resigned them- 
selves to the fact that they weren’t going 
to win any arguments with the young 
man from Tokyo,
